then it would be expected as a natural con- 
sequence that all articles not affected by 
other causes, would have followed the lead 
of gold, and be found, at the present time, 
as gold is, fifty per cent. or more above the 
level of silver. So far from this being the 
case, however, if we compare the China price 
lists of the present time with those of twenty 
years ago, it will be found that almost 


| without exception all articles whether of 


import or export have not only not kept on 
the gold level, or any where near it, but in 
Tost cases are rather below than above the 
silver line,

and this will be found to be true with regard 
to food articles generally, and the cost of 
living, so far as depends on servants’ wages, 
native labour and articles of Chinese produc- 
tion, has not appreciably increased, It is also 
stated by the Chinese, as a fact, that neither 
land nor wages have advanced in the interior, 
and that, wages being the same, labourers 
are able to live as well on what they receive 
as they did twenty years ago. 

Shanghai cotton was quoted here in Septem- 
ber 1872.at 10.80 to 11.60, and in the same 

month last year at 10} to 11 taels per picul, 
| and on the average has remained at about the

Teaa have declined very materially on the 
average, probably not less than twenty per 
cent, though it is difficult to give precise 
figures, G@reen teas which in 1873 commanded 
Tis. 42 per picul would not sell for more than 
Tis. 28 now, and while fine blacks, for special 
reasons, are higher, common and particularly 
medium teas are much lower. 

Raw silk has also, during the past few years 
ruled ‘below the silver value of 20 years ago, 
- and ‘Blue Elephants,” which may be regard- 
ed as @ typical grade. have been procurable 
_ during the last six months of 1892 at 355 te 420 
taels per picul, while the range for the same 


| period in 1873 was 395 to 430 taels per picul. 
Neither of these staple and important articles 
of Chinese production have, during the time 
under consideration, been affected in value by 
any alteration in duties or other government 
charges, or by improved methods of pro- 
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juction 6F transportation; and as neither 
have advanced in value as measured by silver, 
but on the contrary both silk and tea have 
most decidedly declined, it must be evident 
that silver has failed to produce such an effect

| diagram will show the hardship entailed upon 
debtors, and contractors who have entered into 


the period while gold has been advancing, as, 
under all obligations contracted before the 
rise commenced, they will have to pay 530 
per cent. more in actual value than they 
would have done before ; the same holds true 
with regard to public debts, Take that of 
Great Britain, for instance, at £900,000,000, 
for general Government and Municipal obli-

in gold. The merchant could then exchange 
the silver received for gold at the current 
‘rate, which would place him in the same 
position as if he had effected the exchange, 
at the port of shipment, by selling his bills at 
the current rate there, and the London buyer 
can resell his purchase for gold and get as 
much of the latter as he would have had to 
pay had he bought in that metal instead of 
in silver, It will thus be seen that when 
the productions of the silver countries reach, 
‘gay the London market, they are practically 
on a silver basis, until reduced to that of gold, 
and could be purchased as cheaply (the 
changes of transportation excepted) as when 
in the countries of production, and those 
countries furnish a very large proportion of 
‘the merchandise consumed in Europe and 
America. 

If it be asked how can it be possible that 
with such a largely increased production of 
silver, it can have maintained its value, and 
how is it that gold has advanced so materially, 
It can only be said that it is owing to a 
multiplicity of causes, many of which it is 
impossible to trace to their sources. but, 
igenerally, it may be taken for granted that 
the comsumption of both gold and silver has 
increased much more rapidly than has been 
supposed, and that. while the production of 
silver has sufficed for all requirements that of 
| gold has not, 
lst.—-The population of the world has very 
largely augmented ; remote regions have been 
,rendered more accessible by the rapid spread 
of railways ; commerce has greatly expanded ; 
jand, as either of these causes would have 
inereased the demand for the precious metals 
\for chrrency and other purposes, the com- 
bined effect must be almost incalculable. 

2nd.—Erroneously attributing the distarb- 
,ance in finances entirely to an excessive pro- 
duction and consequent depreciatifA in the 
value of silver, there has been an unmanaly 
/ scramble on the part of various Governments 
to secure as mach gold and get rid of as 
much silver as possible ; thus increasing the 
javailable supply of silver and curtailing

Now experience has shown, as I 
think it has been clearly proved, that silver 
best meets this requirement, because (to sum- 
marise what I have before said) gold, being 
much scarcer, is more likely to be influenced 


while, conversely, silver, being more abun- 


way. It is evidently better to have, as a 
standard, a metal the output of which can 
be depended upon to meet all requirements, as 
the demand shows a tendency to increase, 
than one the supply of which, at best, is 


_ very limited, and cannot be augmented in 
proportion as it is required, even though its | 


value may be enhanced tenfold. If these 
proportions are admitted, it would seem 
evident that, if the Western world were not 
handicapped by the complications of different 
systems, it would be better for it to fall inte 
line with the silver-using countries, which 
embrace by far the largest populations, and 
adopt that metal as a standard. 

This being doubtless impracticable for the 
present at least, the next best course to pur- 
sue would be to adopt such measures as wil] 
tend generally to rehabilitate silver ; the first 
of whichshould be the repeal, as far as possible, 
of the acta of those Governments that have 
demonetised it, and the restoration of that 
metal to its former position, and next the 


/ promotion of such action as will bring silver 


into more general use for currency purposes. 
This would go far to undo the terrible 


mischief caused by those legislative acts: 


which have led to the apotheosis -of gold, 
and the degradation of silver, and the re- 
mainder of the case might be left to 


matural causes, which are now hard at work 


to restore the equilibrium, which has been so 
wantonly and rudely disturbed. On the one 
hand the output of gold has been stimulated 
by the rapid advance in price, and is increas- 
ing year by year with every prospect of con- 
_tinuing so to do, as the newly discovered 
gold-fields in South Africa promise to furnish 
an almost perennial supply, though this must 
necessarily bg limited in quantity. Since 
1883 the world’s production has gone on 
steadily, but slowly increasing, and, from 
£21 ,000,000 in that year, has now reached 
» 227,000,000 or so. 
On the other hand the output of silver has 
been seriously checked, and it is reported 
that many mines ‘have been closed, being 
unable to produce it at existing prices, and 
that others will follow suit, unless an improve- 
‘ment speedily takes place. Miners’ wages are 
high and constitute the chief cost of produc- 
tion, and being payable in gold coustitute a 
| fixed charge, while the produce of their labour 
| brings less and less as the value of gold in- 
creases. 
lt will thus be seen that the tendency of 
natural causes is to restore an equilibrium 
between the values of gold and silver. The 
high price of the former stimulates produc- 
‘tion, and this is happily seconded by the 
discovery of extensive gold-bearing strata of 
'rocks in South Africa, which though they 
‘cannot pour out such rapid supplies as were 
furnished by the stream deposits of California 
and Australia, promise to yield a yearly in- 
creasing quantity for a long time to come,

From Hesper Rock, N. 86° W., about 34 miles. 

, Mo-chang-shi Islet (southern extreme of), S. 83° E., 32 miles. 
,lo-ki-tau Island Peak (613 feet peak), S. 634° E., 34 miles. 

“ Note.—Around the patch there is 12 to 14 fathoms of water, with 
hard mud-bottom, and towards the centre 8 fathoms, with rocky bottom ; 
owing to some sea and a breaking tide rip I could not.get my boat over 
the shoalest part. The fishermen on To-ki-tau Island say that it is a 
small pinnacle tock having sot more than 12 feet on it at low water. 
The indications observed by me were in favour of their correctness.

Disgiie Bikes 
Sin,—In my letter on this subject, which 
appeared in your issue of the North-China 
Herald of the 17th of March last, I wrote :— 
‘* If it can be established as a fact that 
an ounce of silver will now purchase, or 
exchange for, as much, on the average of 
certain articles (whose value has not been 
materially affected by other causes than 
those connected with currency) as it would 
have done twenty years ago, then it must 
be apparent that its purchasing power, that 
is its value, has not diminished in that 
time. 
_ “ Believing, as Ido that this point can 
be most readily determined here, in China, 
where silver is the standard of value, and 
gold but an article of commerce, and where 
the productions of the soil, and of manual 
labour, have not been so much affected by 
extrinsic causes, such as cheaper transport- 
ation and improved methods of cultivation 
and manufactare, as in western countries, 
I venture to ask for a little space in your 
columns to bring forward such facts bearing 
upon the question as are readily available.” 
Since writing that article I have been 
more than ever impressed with the superior 
advantages offered by this country for in- 
vestigating the subject, for the reasons 
above stated, as China is essentially a silver 
standard country, and its financial system 
of the simplest character ; free, except to 
the most limited extent, from all the com- 
plications connected with -heavy loans and 
their attendant issues of Government obli- 
gations; and, furthermore, as the methods of 
agriculture and manufacture are practically 
the same as they have been for hundreds 
of years. In the matter of transportation 
too, there has been no change except on 
the coast, while the interior traffic is carried 
on in the same manner as it has been for 
generations past. It must be evident, 
therefore, that the cost of production here 
has not been influenced, as it has been in 
the western world, by recent improvements 
in machinery and increased facilities for 
transportation which have altered from year 
to year the prices of commodities there ; 
thus rendering them less suitable for pur- 
poses of comparison than those of this 
country, where the principal fluctuations in 
value are chiefly due to the vicissitudes of 
‘Since writing that article, moreover, the 
matter of currencies has formed the sub- 
ject of debate in the House of Commons in 
England, and the appreciation of gold has 
been called in question there, as it was at 
the Brussels Conference, by members who 
evidently have not given such careful atten- 
tion to this point as its supreme importance 
most undoubtedly merits ; so that it seems

And who, forsooth has benefited by the 
act? Not the people of India, for, as was 
suggested in (c) paragraph 176 of the 
report of the Royal Commission, “any 
apparent gain to the Government of India 
would be balanced by a corresponding loss 


ito the people of that country.” No, the 


people for whom the Government is sup- 
posed to exist are impoverished by the 
measure. And as for the Government, 
though it may be temporarily extricated 
from a difficult financial situation, it will 
doubtless find in the end that this, like all 
political and financial measures that are 
not based on sound moral and economical 
principles will bring certain disaster in its 
train. 

The advantage gained by the Indian 
Government seems so completely incom- 
mensurate with the injury inflicted upon 
her people and the world at large that, one 
cannot believe that we are yet informed of 
the full details of the measure she has in 
view, and must hope that the step she is 
reported to have taken is the first towards 
the adoption of bimetallism, which is the 
only scheme yet suggested by which the 
errors that have been committed in finan- 
cial legislation can be retrieved and the 
currencies of the world restored to a con- 
dition of stability.

I answered as follows:

"When the two Japanese were brought to this Consulate General,

"ter,and,as the case under consideration is of great importance,y 
“you will appreciate my desire to take no step that might tend 


"to complicate matters the relations of any of the goverments — 
"whose interests and impartiality may be involved. 

"The two Japanese are safe in this 
"Consulate General,and their effects will be kept until their

The case being fully understood, there 


were no further proceedings until instructions were received to 


deliver. 
My answer clearly shows that there was 


no misapprehension by me of my powers,and that I frankly and

may I not ask that my despatches be placed before the proper 
authority?

looked in this case. It is this:The two Japanese were pris- 
oners wnen brousht to this Consulate General, They wol virtue 
ally in the possession of the Chinese,and to have closed the 
door of friendship would have sent them to the Chinese court 
for trial with no moral influecne following them. this would 
nave been understood by China in the nature of & judgment,- 
the prejudicial effect of which would have been fatal to a fair 
consideration. 

It would not have done to have permitt- 
ea China to say that a Japanese was a spy and then feel herself 
tres to arrest and deal with him. You will observe that the 
Taotai even deéades the two Japanese to be spies in his demand 
for their delivery. 

The papers found in the possession of 
one of the Japanese(there were no papers found upon the other) 
were not such as reports say were represented to the Secreatry-. 
they were suspicious only. There were no receipts for messages 


except three or four,and these were ordinary messages of no 


criminal import. The map was the usual map of China,copiea on 


tissue paper;and the Japanese in whose possession it was found 
gave the explanation that it would on comparison be found to be 
the usual map of China,and that the position of the armies was 
indicated by information gained from the newspapers and Gem his 
own information. These papers were siiown to my Interpreter oy 
the Secretary of the Taotai,and China can easily publish them,

Doubtless Japan may have spies in China 

but the charge of being @ spy necessitates greater Seutieg in 
the proceedings to test the charge. 

The Shanghai Taotai did promise me, 
through his Secretary,that the two Japanese should not betor- 
tured. He kept his promise so far as was in his power. For 
four weeks the two Japanese remained in comfortable quarters 
near his Yamen and were kindly treated. No cruel means were 
employed to extort confession. This statement I make upon 
exidence that no one here questions. 

After the two Japanese were removed to 
Nanking,I do not know what the Nanking Viceroy did,but I do 
know that I have not been able to find a single witness who 
could testify that they were tortured. A most estimable gen- 
tleman,Mr.John C.Ferguson,the head oi tHe Presbyterian Mission 
at wenkive Wobs me that there was no foundation for the repor- 
tea torture,and added that their execution was sudden and 
unexpected,even itv the Viceroy,who received peremptor, orders 
from the Central goverment to decapi@ate them,-the inferance 
being that if torture was contemplated,it had not been inflicted. 
Mr.Ferguson's letters to me,on various matters, have been inva= 


riable veritied by subsequent facts. 


The reason that the Shangnai Yaotai has 


not given me information in the case is not because he would be 
discourteous or indifferent to had request | of mine. The pol- 
icy of China is not to acmit the right of anyone to pagesrs 
about persons charged by her with military offences,and to have 
to anayes my inquiry would have yéélded her right. I quite 
understand the position of China, but it is a dangerous doctrine 


for Japanese to live near. Any report that I am powerless and 


subject to discourteous treatment is the merest nonsense. there |

on the spot to resist any improper exercise of authority by 


China. The four thousand foreigne@rs here would be one in aim 
on such an occasion, 
The absence of the American fiac from 
the port during August and September was regretted by our 
_ countrymen, but had there been two or three American warships in 
port when there were about two thousand Japanese in the city,it 
might have encouraged the restlessness of their untamed syirits. 
When war was declared the Japanese 
came to Shanghai from every part of China,vringing news of 
hardships and insults,and when this. nunber reached nearly two 
thousand composed of varied combustible elements of chavcacter, 
I feel that I did well not to lose but two,and even these would 
not have been lost had not an unexpected agency interposed, but 
with good,though mistaken,motives. I have experienced no 
trouble whatever in making all needed arrangements with the 
Chinese officials to facilitate the convenience of such Japanese 
as wished to go to Japan,and when we Nave been left to our- 
seives there has been no trouble. The case of the unfortunate 
Japanese is by no means the mosg difficult I have managed,ana 
tnat would nave been successfully solved had it not been thrust 
before the public in a way as unexpected as unwarranted. I! 
had no intimation of it whatever until all developed before me. 
I had to acg at once or have the young men killed;and,as stated, 
the delay saved many others from a like fate. 


I nave been influenced to write this 


Gespatch by the reports I have read of the case,and will cone 


ciude by stating that when Minister Denby passed through Shang- 
hai on his way to Peking last fall,I read to him my despatches 
to you about thetwo Japanese,stating what had been cone,and why, 
and I was pleased to received his unqualified approval.

¥ am in receipt of a telegram of yesterday in which you ask for par- 
ticulars of destruction of property in the riots. In reply I would 
say that nearly all of the Chentu missionaries will have reached Shang- 
had some time before this lcotter reaches you, and you can readily sitkz 


obtain from them more complete and detailed information than I could 


give you. 

The West China Mission of the Methodist Episcopal Church, of which I 
am Superintendent, is the onlg American mission which was represcnted 
at Chentu. Our missionaries there wore Rev. H.Olin Cady and wifc,H.L. 
Canwright M.D. and wife and two children and Rev. J.F. Peat and wife and 
two children. Mr. Cady and wife are remaining at Chungking. The other 
two families have gone —— the river. _— Mission owned but one 
piece of property in Chentu, on which was a Chinese bulliding fitted 
over for the residence of two families, a Chinese bullding used for 
Sunday Chapel for daily preaching, and a dispensary, besides minor in- 
provements. Substantially all is gone, even the paving stones being 
carricd out of the courts. Our total loss, exclusive of personal loss- 
os, is not far from T1s.6000. 

The Amorican Baptist Missionary Union had stations at anA-tu, Kiat- 
ing and Yacheo. At the we latter places the houses wore cithor taken 
on igase or mortgage. The mission and personal property in those two 
places is probably eet allost, though we have,not yet particulars 
from Yacheo. At Sui-fu a good dea] of property was owned. Not much 
damago has been done there, but the examinations are on and we cannot 
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toll what the outcome may be. I would refer you to Mr. Warner, tho 
freasurer Of tho Mission, for fuller particulars about proporty. All 
tho missionaries of the above Methodist and Baptist Missions havo come 
acim to Chungking and tho most of thom have gone on to Shanghai. 
The Chentu riot bogan on the afternoon of May 28th by an attack on 
the premises of the Canadian Mothodist Mission. Bofore midnight their 
now hospital and beautiful chapel were looted and burned. For an hour 
or two the two physicians in charge, Drs. Stevonson and Kilborn, kopt 
the mob at bay, but the officials would give no assistance, although 
several of the yamons wore quite near. Late in the evoenkng, hoaring w 
what had occurred, the mombers of the Amorican Methodist Mission hast- 
ily gathered together a fow things and sought rofuge in the District 
Magistrate’s yamon. Here they were refused entrance and told to go b 
pack home and thoy would be protected. Relying on this promiso thoy ro 
turned home and put things away. So when the mob did come tho noxt 
day they were takon ontirely unprepared and had barely time to scranm- 
ble over a noighbor’s wall before the mob wore in the place, 

Having rested during the last hours of the night, the mob renowcd 
operations at daylight of the second day, and before noon the attack 
was goneral on all the Catholic and Protestant Mission places. All 


were looted and the buildings either burned or leisurely “torn down, 
piece by picce. The American Methodists, from their hiding places in 


a dirty attic six fect away, watched the mob for twelve hours toaring 

' down and carrying away the materials of thoir houses without lot or 
hindrance. And where were the 10000 or more soldicrs and the chicf of- 
ficials of the province all this time? Some of the soldiers wore help- 
ing loot and some were digging up bones and carrying them to the Dis- 
trict Magistrate’s yamen, representing them as the bones of babics 
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(3) 
which the foreigners had oaten. The viceroy, and consoquontily all low- 
or officials, wore simultancously sufforing from a sovoroe attack of ‘ 
indisposition. Cheo Taotal, being specially chargod with all doalings 
with forcigners, could speak with more force and woight about forocign- 
iol xidnapping children etc. The Viceroy, in his first. proclamation, 


gave tho poople a hint which thoy were not slow to undorstand and act 
upon. When the flames burst forth from the Roman Catholic Bishop’s 
residence, carceoly a stone’s throw away from his yamon, ho moroly re- 
marked, it is said, that this was a matter for his successor to attend 
to. That his successor, who is supposed at this writing to be just 


reaching Chentu, will cnergetically attend to it, is devoutly to be 
hoped. Perhaps it will not be thought strange, under the circumstances 
that the Catholic Bishop is said to be demanding that the whole riot 
bill be paid out of the old Viceroy’s pockct. For years he has beon 
noted for his hostility to forelgnors, and now that he has been hope- 
lessly degraded, he scoms bent on giving a parting hit both at the for- 
elgners and the governmont. . That he was determined to drive forolgn- 
ers out of the country ot a coolice in the province doubts. 

Only after everything was quite destroyed did the Viccroy make an*cf- 


fort to restore order. In tho moantime he was cauging a telegram to be 
sent to all the telegraph offices in the West stating that a mutilated 
child had been found at a foreign place. The result was that looting 
and burning went on in all directions as if by a concerted plan, till 
it looked for a time as though the wholes province would be involved, 
Within a fortnight every one, to the romotest country didtricts, wore 
talking of the mutilated child and of the finding of the bones of the 
children which foreigners had caten. The worst of it was that there 
Was probably not one in a thousand who did not believe the story. 
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‘The morning after the riot bogan a telogram was sont to Consu: a 
man at Chungking, but for the noxt two days the missionarios could not 
got a tologram sont through. Aftorwards, through the fricnd1ino§s or 
“the tolograph clerk, sevoral telegrams wore sont, but no record was 
made on his books. He has lost his place in consequoncoc, we understand 

The mutilated child story was promptly telegraphod to Poking and came 
pack aS promptly to the Viceroy. He then sent to Chungking to rind out 
who told the foreigners of the telegram, causing the clerk hero to 


shake in his boots for a while. However the Consul promisod protection 
and he is still in his place. We have oursclvos attempted to sond a 
telegram in Chinese to a Shanghai papor, which was refusocd on tho 
ground that the Viceroy would not pormit anyone to send tolograms 

which made reference to the riots. The clerk afterward accoptcd an 
English telegram, because he could decieve tho officials as to its 
mpoaning. 

Now, the gueostion is, is this outrageous conduct of the Viccroy of a 
great province, and the disgraceful proclamation of a man of taoctai ra 
rank to be passed over without condign punishment? Ono would infer so 
from the fact that the British, American anc French ministers have al- 
ready wie Rand telograph for the payment of riot claims, as though 
a BEES ool was all that was demanded. Better by far that not 
one cent of money be paid than that these hostile officials, the ro- 
sponsible incikzers of the riot, should go unpunished. Itv is this fool 
ing that has given rise to the enclosed resolutions. If wo have not a 
cloar treaty right ta be here, it is high time we had such a right. If 


woe arc here merely on suffoerance, if wo are constantly at the morcy of 


any hostilc official, who may, with the aid of always roady roughs,stir 


DM SS0% ARARSL Us, then it would be the height of folly to return 
and rebuild at the deserted stations. 
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A joint commission,such as is proposed,attonded by a suit- 
rle escort and holding its sessions at the capital of tho prévince, 
wuld have @ salutary effect which would last for a goncration.With- 

it,dt 1s doubtful if any roal culprit will bo punished.As might bo 
octad,we have not yet heard of any attomit to arrest,,the rioters.

Brestcady and Peat wont rim te see the 
underlings. I stayed in my chair because I was heldinag a sleep 
“ing baby. The underlings said the effieial was asleep;that he 
had been eut all might and hag just gene te bed They assured 
us that everything was G1] réght quiet,that there was ne danger 
@m eur street and fer us te-ge ‘heme, ana they Weulé send us as 
many men as we wished te pretbes ws,aen@ when the official was 
up he himself weuld come evér( Hs aia net theugh). 
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We talked it ever @ little ané as seen 
as they ceuld eal] ten mem we went back with them Arrived at 
heme we had an early breakfast,andé then all but Mr.Peat went te 
sleep. 

Between eight and nine e‘eleck we waked 
up and ene ef the ten men came intethe reem and said everything 
was se quiet that six ef their mumber wanted te ge back. We 
gave him seme cash and teld him te allew enly feur te ge. 

Next,the little efficial that called en 
us the night befere eame back. After his chair came in a crewa 
gathered euteide.

We left behind eur persenal pessessiens,ex- 
cept @ few small travelling bexes ef clething,and feed fer the 
jeurney. We had.at Ye Chan ene small Chinese heuse fitted up 
fer @htnese medical werk.

SeGenditien ef aifairs in the Prevince. 
Our experience en the way cenfirmed the reperts we had en lea~ 
ving,ef the wide-spread effect ef the Chengtu riets,and the dan- 
gereus cenditien ef the Prevince, Befere leaving we learnea . 
that all the statiens en the Chengtu and Ya Chan read,Cathelic 
and Pretestant, had been leeted. We feund t there had been 
a riet alse at Hung Ya en the river belew ,anether at 
Kiating and missiens at Surfu and Li chinang,and ether places 
had been attacked. At the latter place sixty 1i1(20 miles)be- 
lew Surfu eur party was attacked in daylight by armed men frem 
the city im beats whe attempted te beara eur beat and te unslip 
eur rudder.

Evil imaginable rumer was afleat and ne real measures 
were taken te quiet the peeple,even after the riets,till we had 
succeeded in getting a telegram te the nearest Censul,i.e-,at 
Chunking,a@md he in turn wired Beking,frem whence came instruc- 
tiens te the Vieerey. After this the fellewing preclamatien was 
pested: :

Every official 
had either refused help or made a mere 
pretence of giving assistance. The Viceroy 
had allowed the Catholic Bishop's place, 
only a stone's throw away from his yamén, 
to be destroyed without lifting a finger to 
prevent it. This attitude would have suf- 
ficiently shown his disposition without a 
proclamation. 

Under the circumstances it is rather 
discouraging to have the English, French 
and American Ministers telegraph to 
Chéngtu and Chungking, arranging for 
the settling of claims for compensation. 
Must we infer that they suppose that 
money is all that is required? It would 
be better by far that not a cent of 
money be paid rather than that punish- 
ment be not meted out to ringleaders and 
guilty officials, Attached is a copy of 
resolutions recently drawn up by represen- 
tatives of Missionary Societies which have 
suffered in the riots. It is being exten- 
sively signed and will be presented to the 
American and _ British Ministers at 
Peking. If foreigners are to be permitted 
to reside in the interior, it is their due 
that it be not merely on sufferance, but 
on the basis of ciearly defined treaty rights. 


Chéngtu it is the only thing which would 
ensure our future safety and prevent the 
recurrence of similar riots whenever hostile 
officials see fit to stir them up. Perhaps 


will see that we have arrived at a crisis 
where decisive action should be taken. The 
Chéngtu Commission may be regarded as 
too radical a measure, but it is doubtful 
if adequate punishment will be meted out 
without it.

The following are the resolutions referred 
to above :— 

Whereas extensive riots have recently 
occurred throughout large portions of this 
province of Szechuan, beginning at the 
capital Chéngtu, much property haying 
thereby been destroyed, scores of mission- 


aries rendered homeless, and important 
missionary work broken up, and 

Whereas the right of foreigners to reside 

in the interior of China is by many con- | 
sidered to rest on doubtful interpretations 
of treaties, therefore, 
_ Resolved, that we the undersigned do 
respectfully and urgently petition the re- 
presentatives of those governments whose 
subjects or citizens have suffered loss in 
the above riots— 

(1) That the right of foreigners to reside 
in the interior of China be placed upon a 
clearly defined treaty basis. 

(2) That when these rights are defined 
they be made known by Imperial Pro- 
clamation throughout all parts of the 
Empire. 

And whereas before and during the 
riots at Chéngtu the attitude of certain 
officials was notoriously hostile to foreigners, 
leading us to conclude that no adequate 
measures would be taken for the punish- 
ment of offenders. Ti.erefore :— 

Resolved, that we ask for a joint commis- 
sion of the Powers whose interests are 
involved to sit at Chéngtu and take into 
consideration’ the whole question of the 
riot, and determine the degree of blame 
attaching to the guilty parties.

About evening wé were told that we 
must not be seen. Why had heallowed us 
to be stared at all day? He then had us 
moved into two small rooms next the 
yamén wall where the people could come 
to the wall and look over at us. The 
roome were very hot and my wife was 
glad to rest herself on the old rickety 
bed covered with straw. We had not 
much appetite for their rice. The official 
then told us he had very few people 
in the yamén and they could not be 
trusted, so he had us moved over to the 
other side of the yamén which had a 
bamboo fence between us and the opposite 
side. It was a little safer. After much 
moving three rooms, 10 x 10, were given us, 
which had a little court attached. : 

All this time we did not know whether 
our friends were living ordead. The party 
at the O. I. M. had not been able to get 
away. Dr. Kilborn, wifeand child, Mr. Vale, 
Miss Ford, Miss Brackhill and two babies, 
one of Mrs. Hartwell’s and one of our twins 
(the same one dropped the night before) 
were hustled over the ©. I. M. wall. They 
were denied room but the party soon passed 
over 30 or 40 taels of silver and with thé 
influence of the same opium smoker were 
allowed to stay crouched up in a little 
dirty room all day. They were very afraid 
the babies would cry and give them away. 
But the miracle is those babies were good 
all day although away from their mothers. 
It is said many people came to the gate 
and told the neighbours that the foreigners 
were surely in hiding some place near. 
They even wanted to break in but were 
persistently told the foreigners had skipped 
to the yanén cut of a back door. These 
people were able to get into the yamén 
about 9.30 in the evening. Mr. Hartwell 
came. about the same time. The Ameri- 
can Methodists got in about midnight. 
The two French priests got in about 
1.30 in the morning. The Bishop I knew 
as I had attended him about a year ago 
as well as taken a tumor from the leg of 
another priest. The Bishop showed us 
where he had been cut in the head with a 
stone. Remember this, there were 32 
people in three small rooms. The priests 
demanded they have extra rooms, and got 
them. Next day they demanded better and 
again got them. 

The next day they had probably better 

again for they were moved to the Fu yamén. 
But we were kept on at the sanie place. Ex- 
ceedingly adjacent to, and around, was as 
one man had put it “‘about 10,000 stinks 
and: several smells.” In a few days we 
enforced our demands to have lime scatter- 
waste (?) the officials had to witness. Re- 
member in these 3 rooms were 9 men, 9 
women and 11 children. The oldest of 
these children were our twins 2 years and 
7 months old. Just think of them!! 
With hardly any clothing, many of them 
sick with diarrhoea or dysentery, our 
‘babies had been so exposed on the wall. 
Just think of my wife having to get 
clothes made for “three, those hot 
days: also the washing she had to do, 
as our woman was scared and had run 
to her country home. But the next day 
was the worst in all this reign of horrors. 
First we heard that the officials who 
governed the river sections had decreed 
to never let us go down the river alive.

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an hour in which we were aot interested. 
At last there was some talk about the cause 
of the riots. He wanted to know how Dr. 
Hare came to attend a woman. Mr. Vale 
told him I had quite a reputation for saving 
life, how I saved 7 or 8 womeu although 
the average day I was called on was 
the fourth day of labour. He pretended 
to wonder how a man. could descend 
to see a woman. 28 days of pain wasnoth- 
ing to that Fu; he would have let those 
women die in agony. The objection isn t 
on the line of modesty, but that a woman is 
an inconceivably dirty animal at such times, 
and no man would descend to help her. 
The very idols must not behold her for 40 
days, and a sedan chair in Chéngtu would 
be sold at a great loss of she should happen 
to ride in it. The Fu then told us since 
the husbatid had called us we had done 
nothing improper. The Fu further told us 
how he had only been in office 10 days and 
was of coutse fresh and he might have been 
of moré help to us if longer in office ’(?). 
There was some talk about the time the of- 
ficials came tosuccour us atour mission. The 
magistrate who was sitting next me said he 
came early toour help, TI told the magistrate 
he was mistaken, that I stayed in that place 
till darkness set in, and we never saw an 
official.. This was hitting the Pw about as 
hard as the magistrate. The subject was 
soon changed. There was talk on the streets 
that the magistrate was not properly look- 
ing into the case of the boy now before ‘ns 
and therefore the Fu decided to ask ws 
ourselves. The boy was not able to speak 
but was able to write in scrawly letters 
abe ut an inch high which the Fu showed, 
as his accusation against us, The “boy 
claimed that he was drugged. The Fw 
also said it was claimed by his friehds that 
the boy was found under the chapel 
sealed up in a tin-lined box. The only 
fault with our fine chapel was that below the 
solid floor there was only ventilation suita- 
ble for rats. Mr. Vale asked the Fw if 
he thought a boy could live im a tin-lined 
box under a tight floor. The Fx turned 
the question. The boy was not able to 
speak. Could we cure him? Now we had 
previously been warned by the native 
Christians. not to say we could cure him. 
If we could cure the boy it was clear 


‘evidence that we had done the deed. Dr. 


Kilborn whipped out his British passport, 
showed the strong lines in which it said if 
we committed any wrong, we were to be 
treated «well and be sent with due care to 
the nearest British Consul. This was just 
what we wanted. The Fu read the lines 
several times. That settled it. We made 
our bows and left. The idea seemed to 
be, we could give chloroform which would 
keep a boy’s eyes closed for several days 
and yet enable him to sit up and write. 
That mast be Chinese chloroform! In 
the trial we told the Fu that the foreigners 
had neither touched, harmed or laid 
hold of anybody. Thus ended the first 
Prostestant trial in Chéngtu. If the reader 
will look up that splendid writer Abbé 
Hue, he will find a better worded de- 
scription of a trial in Chéngtu held on a 
Catholic Father many years ago. 

One day Dr. Kilborn’s cook went in 
before the women and broke down crying 
saying he saw a number of boxes going out 
of the yamén. He believed that the official 
was making it easy for him to skip and 
leave us to our fates with some midnight 
mob. The official when accused of this 
stated that it was his friends’ boxes! With 
these daily rumours is it any wonder that 
most of the missionaries becawe rank 
Calvinists although there was not a Presby- 


terianamong them? They would tell each 


other that if we were going to take the short 
Chinese route to Heaven it was the sight 
and only thing te do: moreover it. was the

In this room the meals for the boat had to 
be served and the dishes, pukais, clothes 
had to be stored, Water had to be cooled 
here and syrup was often spilled on the 
floor. We had orders not to show our 
noses Outside or at windows or doors.

But Dr. Hart} 
had to pay about 170 taels each, about 
double the usual price when we came to 
reckon with the captains. We atill had 
many trials on our way to Ichang. Mrs. 
Stevenson although able to walk till she git 
on the steamer soon completely broke 
down. From there to Shanghai she had to 
be kept on the open deck all the time and 
constantly fanned night and day if the 
wind was not blowing. “Captain Mutter 
of the Changwo was exceedingly kind. 
But there have been others tried more 
than we. A houseboat arrived at Hankow 
about the time we did in which it was 
éaid everybody was sick with dysentery. | 
Two children soon died. These might 
have been living now in their happy Sze- 
chuan homés had it not been for the riot. 
Yet China is worthy of all the labour that 
any missionary can give. Our riot might 
have proved unbearable if our servants 
and native Christians had not under great} 
trial proved true. We all feel that China 
ought yet to be the Germany of the East. 
Superstitions will by and by be driven 
away. All we ask for the great West 
province is that she may have more light, 
Onr confidence is in Him who rules the 
nations.

REPORT. 


The Committee appointed at the meeting of American citizens 
held at Shanghai on July 1st, to ascertain the facts in reference to 
the Sze-chuen outrages and to draft a preamble and reselutions 
to be submitted to a future meeting, beg to report as follows :— 


The Committee has had several meetings and interviews with 
the missionaries from Chengtu and other places in Sze-chuen, and 
from their written and oral statements and from copies of official 
proclamations (all of which the Committee recommend to be 
published with the proceedings of this meeting) have ascertained 
the following facts :— 


I.—From proclamations issued by the leading officials in the 
province of Sze-chuen, previous to and at the time of the riots, it 
appears evident that they are largely responsible for these dis- 
turbances. In support of this see 


1st.—Accompanying copy of a proclamation issued by Li 
Taotai, General Manager of Foreign Affairs ; Provincial Treasurer 
Wang ; Chang Taotai, General Manager of Foreign Affairs; and 
Expectant Taotai Shen. 


2nd.—The proclamation issued May 29th by Expectant 
Taotai Chow, Chief of Police for the two Hsiens (Districts) of the 
capital, and 


3rd.—The Viceroy’s proclamation of the same date. 


It will be seen from these proclamations that what purported 
to be a promulgation of the terms of the Berthamy Convention in 
obedience to the instructions of the Tsung-li yamen, dated the 
21st of October, 1894, was in fact in direct contravention of the 
same. Proclamation (No. 1) issued by the Provincial Foreign 
Office, was widely posted throughout the province and was so well 
understood that immediately after its promulgation it was 
commonly said among the people that the viceroy intended 
to drive all foreigners out of Sze-chuen. (See Statement No. 5). 


The proclamations (No. 2 & 3) issued by the Chief of Police 
and the Viceroy, were calculated to incite and encourage the 
riots rather than to suppress them. (See Statement No. 5). 


The rioters assembled at the North-east corner of the city 
(See No. 1 on map) and had to go the entire length of the parade 
ground (See No, 2 on Map) and past the Soldiers’ camp (See 
No. 3 on Map) to the first point of attack, the Canadian Methodist 
Mission (See “A” on Map). No effort was made to stop them, 
and when the missionaries fled to the camp for protection they 
were driven out and one of the ladies brutally kicked by a soldier. 
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There was a Roman Catholic Mission only a stone’s-throw 
from the Vice-regal yamen, and yet so sure were the rioters that 
they would not be interfered with that this place, directly under 
the eyes of the Viceroy, was boldly looted and demolished. (See 
Statement No. 5). 


I].—Previous to the issuing of this proclamation (No. 1) the 
attitude of the people, in Chengtu and other parts of the Sze- 
chuen province, towards the missionaries was uniformly and 
unusually friendly. 


IIIl.—For some time previous to the riots, vile reports were 
circulated and placards inciting to riot were posted in and around 
the city. (See Placards No.1 & 2). These the officials made no 


effort to suppress, although repeatedly requested to do so by the 
missionaries. (See Stateménts Nos. 2, 3, 4 and 6). 


IV.—At the time the riots began there were thousands of 
soldiers stationed in and about the city, at the command of the 
officials; and there were three camps, each having several 
hundred foreign-drilled troops, within five minutes’ walk of the 
place first attacked. (See Map and Statement No. 5). 


V.—As soon as a riot was apprehended the officials were 
notified and help requested from at least two sources, This help 
was either refused or delayed until too late to be effective. (See 
Statement Nos. 1, 2, 4, § and 6). 


VI-~.The destruction and looting of the property in Chengtu, 
extended a period of thirty-six hours, during which time 
nothing like an adequate effort was made by the officials to 
interfere with the rioters, notwithstanding there was an interval 
of five hours in which there was an absolute cessation of the 
rioting. (See Statements Nos. 1 and 5). 


VII.—The few soldiers and yamén runners who were sent 
under pretense of suppressing the riots, were seen to be actively 
engaged in the work of looting and destruction. The Magistrate 
and the Prefect visited the scene of the riot during the first day, 
and immediately they appeared quiet and order were restored ; 
but as soon as they left, and before they were out of sight, the 
‘rioting was renewed with increased fury. (See Statements Nos, 1 
and 5). 


VIII.—At day-light on the second day of the riots, some of 
the missionaries went to the yamén of the Hua Yang-hsien for 
‘protection and they were sent away with the statement that the 
official was asleep. The underlings assured them that there was 
‘no danger on their street, and adequate protection was promised. 
This promise, however, was never fulfilled. (See Statements Nos. 
4 and 5). 


IX.—The telegraph operator at Chengtu was forbiden by 
the Viceroy to transmit messages for the missionaries, while, at 
the same time he, (the Viceroy) was causing telegrams to be 
sent to all the offices in the West, stating that a mutilated child 
had been found at a foreign place, as a result of which looting 
and burning went on as by a concerted plan. Telegrams from 
the missionaries were also refused at the Chungking office on the 
plea that the Viceroy would not permit anyone to send telegrams 
which made reference to the riots. Asa result of the Viceroy’s 
obstruction of .the telegraph lines to Chengtu (of which there are 
three) it was ten days before the fate of the missionaries was 
known at Shanghai. (See Statements Nos. 3 and 5). 


X.—No adequate measures were taken to restore order, 
during or after the riots, until imperative instructions came from 
Peking; upon which quiet was restored, the Magistrates having 
the assurance that such an act would be approved. (See 
Statement No. 5). 


XI1.—As a result of the riots in Chengtu, and the delay in 
promulgating the instructions from Peking, the disturbances 
rapidly spread until all the mission stations in the province 
became more or less involved. 


RESOLUTIONS. 


Wuergas, the above facts clearly indicate that the riots in 
Sze-chuen, which swept away in a few days the fruit of years of 
toil and sacrifice, and which have resulted in the wanton destruc- 
tion of much valuable property belonging to American citizens, 
rendering homeless and destitute no less than twenty-four adult 
American Missionaries, and subjecting to violence and insult 
delicate women and helpless children, were officially inspired and 
encouraged, and 


Wuereas, we believe that unless prompt and adequate 
measures are taken by our Government to bring to punishment 
the guilty parties, that the safety of all American interests in 
China will be imperiled, and 


Waereas, we find that these violent demonstrations were 
directed not so much against the missionaries as such, but as a 
part of a wide-spread anti-foreign propaganda, and 


Wuergas, the honor and prestige of the Government of the 
United States must certainly suffer from any unsatisfactory settle- 
ment of these troubles, therefore, 


\ 
Resotvep, 1st.—That we respectfully urge the Government 


of the United States to immediately appoint a Commission 
headed by a Consular officer of highest rank and consisting of 
such other American citizens as shall be qualified by a know- 
ledge of the Chinese language, long residence in China and 
familiarity with the customs of the country, to deal with this 
matter, to proceed at the earliest possible moment to Chengtu, 
there to thoroughly investigate the cause and fix the responsi- 
bility of these riots. 


Resotvep, 2nd.—That in our opinion; a money indemnity 
alone is utterly insufficient to meet the demands of this case, and 
that we insist upon the prompt and adequate punishment of the 
guilty parties, no matter what their rank or station may be. 


Resotvep, 3rd.— That we ask our Government to make 
provision for the immediate return of the American missionaries 
to their stations in the Sze-chuen province, and that their right to 
reside and prosecute their work in the interior of China be 
published throughout the provinces by the Central Government.

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STATEMENT No. 1. 


July 12th, 1895. 


May 28th was a Chinese feast day. According to custom a 
number of people assembled on the parade-ground between 
the North and East gates. — 
Three Mission premises belonging to the Canadian Methodist 
Mission are situated a short distance from this parade-ground. 
_ No. I (In the accompanying sketch) contained dwellings for 
three families, schools and a chapel. 
No. Il, adjoined No. I, had a dispensary building and two 
hospital wards. 
No. Il was divided from No. I by a street, and contained a 
brick bungalow just about completed, and buildings for schools, 
etc 


On May 28th my wife, two children and myself were living on 
No. III. At three o'clock p.m., I walked with my daughter from 
gateway “A” to gateway “C.”’ I met a few people going to the 
parade-ground but they were as friendly as usual, gat. Sa my 
child to play with Dr. Stevenson's children on No. II, I returned 
home saw nothing suspicious. From the back wall of No. III 
a very fair view of the parade could be had. The crowd 
was large. Women and girly were out in large numbers. 

At five p.m., I went over\to Dr. Stevenson's to bring back 
my daughter. Dr. Stevenson handed me a letter which had just 
arrived from Dr. Canright, of. the American M.E. Mission, 
stating a placard was on the streets to the effect that 
foreigners were seen boiling children to extract oil. In conver- 
sation this subject we were agreed that in a city with so 
many officials, and especially the seat of the Governor, there was 
no danger of a serious riot. I now started for home but before 
reaching the gateway leading to the street I heard the gateman 
expostulating with a few rough-looking persons who were crowd- 
ing around doors. He had already barred the inside doors, 
so I passed out through a side door upon the street. The crowd 
outside, numbering about twenty, escorted me to gateway “ B” on 
No. Ill. Their attention, however, was directed towards my 
little girl whom I carried in my arms. By this time there were 
a many people on the street, and, although no violence was 

ered, | became aware that the crowd was not in their usual 
humor from the rasping sounds they made in their throats. 
entered my compound at Gateway “ B,” but just as | was closing 
the door somebody gave it a kick; the others threw three or four 
stones over the wall. This indicated to me that the crowd 
coming from the parade-ground were intent on mischief. They 
did not further disturb my place, No. III, that night. 

A few minutes elapsed after my return home when I heard 

people running along the street and on looking out I saw boys and 

oung men, from 16 to 20 years old, running past two by two. 
This aroused my suspicions and I asked who they were. The 
servants said they were the plum-throwers returning. Their 
destination was soon apparent, for in a few moments we heard the 
stones rattling over the roofs and against the gateways of the 
residences of Drs. Stevenson and Kilborn (No. I[.). 

I immediately sent my card to the yamen but received no 
return message, except the messenger returning to say the 
officials had been informed. The rioters entered compound 
No. I through the gateway “C,” about what | should judge was 
two hours after the disturbance began. The crashing of glass 
informed us that the mob had entered. The work of. destruction 
was nicely under way when the servants came running to where I 
was preparing a means of exit for my wife and children, and said, 
“ Do not fear, the officials have come and everything will be all- 
right”. To run to our front-wall and climb up a ladder was the 
work of amoment. Sure enough the street was filled with lanterns 
bearing the names of the Magistrate and the Prefect, (/u). I 
could hear them shouting to close the street gates and let no one 


The yamen-runners, or police, then rushed up to the outskirts 
of the—crowd who were still outside the compound, seized 
about-a dozen and led them down to where the officials were 
standing. A short court of inquiry was held. The police then 
returned ordering those who were logkers-on to quietly pass away. 
The above court of inquiry over, the two officials named above 
(called the Hsien and the Fu) walked side by side, surrounded by 
their attendanis—(about 30 or 40 | should think passed where I 
was standing)—entered the gateway “C” of No. | and were lost 
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to sight. Their arrival had been announced by the usual cry on 
the streets that the officials were coming. Their presence acted 
like magic on the crowd. The crashing sounds and the howling 
decreased eighty per cent. 

We began to breathe freely. About ten minutes elapsed 
and the Fx (or Prefect) returned to the street, walked to where I 
stood, got into his chair, and he with all his attendants departed. 
He not gone a hundred yards, when, as if license had been 

iven to their fury, the mob rebegan their work of destruction. 
n addition to pounding the buildings they now began to set fire 
to the debris, The servants, advised us to get away as quickly 
as possible as there were no signs of receiving official help. 
Fortunately a neighbor to whom we applied, kindly admitted us 
to his home for the night. This arrangement brought us 
nearer the work of destruction. About ‘eleven o'clock p.m., the 
small fire-engines were brought around from the yamen to keep 
the fire from spreading into the neighboring houses. Twelve 
o'clock everything was quiet and the mob dispersed. Half-past 
twelve we went to bed, 

Half-past four o’clock Wednesday morning, May aoth, 
my host knocked at my door and requested me to return, as 
everything was quiet on the street. He seemed uneasy, so I 
immediately returned across the wall to my home. I asked 
him if there were any people still a He answered there 
were a few scraping around the ashes picking up what they 
could find. 

The cook immediately began preparing some breakfast, but 
before we got seated we heard the mob tearing down the 
buildings that had not been burned the night before. My hopes 
that the rioting was over were soon dispelled. No pr she 
was taken of the five hours of quietness and I knew that my 
place, on account of its proximity, would be attacked next. There 
was not even the appearance of a guard anywhere.

gate, and arrived at the China Inland Mission in time to hear the 
mob coming to that place. | 

At nine o'clock on Wednesday evening the friends who had 
so kindly befriended-me all day called a sedan-chair and I started 
for the yamen, By this time e was As I passed 
the place I left in the morning I see that the destruction 
was complete.

STATEMENT No, 2. 


On May 17th, as we were returning from our Annual Meeting, 
which was convened at Chungking, one of the first questions asked 
me was whether we had entered the East Gate or not. It was further 
explained that there were stories afloat to the effect that foreigners 
had been seen looking at a stone outside the East Gate and that 
later, coolies had been seen there who had been sent to carry it 
away; but the local = a would op allow this to be done. 

rumor spread until people from all parts of the city, people 
in chairs from their homes, came to see the wonderful mde which 
contained the precious stones which the foreigners wanted. In 
connection with this was a cow-story which many le believed. 
A man had been out to cut for his cow. he returned 
the cow said “You are late this evening.” The man was 

that the cow could speak, yet tried to justify himself 

declaring that he was not much later than usual. The cow said, 
“ You go in and you will find that the old man has had his rice and 
has put yours back into the kettle to warm.” He went into the house 
and found things even as the cow had said. Having told the old 
man, he was advised, since the cow could foretell events, to ask 
the cow about the dry weather; in answer to which the cow said 
“This year cannot called dry, next year will be dryer than 
this, and on the following year the foreigners will come and take 
Sze.chuen.” 


The officials were repeatedly asked for a proclamation to put 
down these rumors but none was given. On May 28th (sth of 
$th Moon) several placards were found posted up of which the 
following is a translation of one :—(See placard No. 1). 

We sent word to the C. I. M., and at the same time to the 
officials; and asked that this posting of placards might be 
stopped, to which we received no definite reply. 

About 8 p.m., May 28th, a little official, called a 7” ai-ye, came 
and with him the local street official. The 7” az-ye said that there 
had been a little trouble at one of the Canadian Missions 
compounds and that he had come around to see if all was quiet. 
As all was quiet, he instructed the local street official to leave 
a number of men with us for protection, and both men took their 
leave. The men left by the local head of police asked for 
money with which to get an evening meal, upon receiving which 
they left not to return till the next day. 

At about 11 p.m. we received a note which ran somewhat 
as follows :—‘ Stevensons and Kilborns are saved. We are on 
the wall to the north-west of the city. Can we come to your 
place? If you cannot send us help send rope that we may get 
over the wall. Send matches.” 

This was the first that we knew of the riots. As-we sent 
chairs to take them to some place of safety, we also sent a 
trustworthy man to the Taotai of Foreign Affairs for aid. From 
there we received an answer that “ If the two district Magistrates 
could not manage this, then he would.” This man, footsore and 
weary, continued his search for aid at dead of night and next 
went to the Chengtu Aszen, in whose jurisdiction our property was 
situated. The Magistrate was not at home but two men were 
given and a promise that “They would presently (man, man-ti) 
get out the proclamation which we wanted, and all would be 
well.” Our man returned about 2 a.m. May 29th, and informed 
us that the cts were that we would receive no help from 
the officials. He thought our place would be destroyed and that 
we must act promptly. Accordingly we agreed to go to the 
Hwa-y Hsien Yamen for safety, and packing up a few most 
useful articles in a basket, we took our wives and little ones and 
started for the yamen, arriving just about daylight. Our party 
consisted of Rev. H. Olin Cady and wife, (of the M. E. Mission) 
Dr. H. L. Canright, wife and two children, Mrs. Peat,“ myself 
and two children. 

When we arrived, the Magistrate was not yet up but an 
underling prevented us from entering by declaring that all would 
be quiet; that the Magistrate himself would soon come over and 
that they would soon send any number of men that we might ask 
for and that later soldiers would be sent. With these promises 
(poor help in time of need) and a few men, we returned to our 
home, only to see it torn down before our eyes. With the men 
who came in the evening, the two who came at night and those 
who returned with us, we had all told 22 men, s »me with red hats, 
others in civilian dress, but none of them tad weapons or even 
uniforms. 


About 9 a.m., the official who called on us the previous 
evening came again and said that he was glad to see tliat all was 
quiet with us. 

This morning there were no lamations out which would 
tend to quiet the people, as we had been led to believe there would 
be. But on the other hand, during the night of May 28th, near 
the Canadian place was ed by one Cheo, an Hy eT: 
' Taotai, the following proc tion. (See Proclamation No. 2.) 
At about 1 p.m. ss cae while the looting was being carried 
on at full tide, the above lamation was posted on our street. 

While the little ial was still at our place, at about 

.30 a.m., stones began to be thrown over gate. The 
Tai-ye went out Once or twice and shoved them away, but he 
had no sooner returned within the gate till the pany Bars 
and throwing became worse. Now the gates were ica 
and large stones were hurled at them. 

These gates being very heavy withstood the mob for awhile. 
At this time we snatched up our families and by means of a 
ladder -we scaled the wall to the east of our property, and were 
concealed in a dirty, hot loft where for 10 hours we were most 
unwilling witnesses of the destruction of our property, both 
Mission and . From this loft there was no escape, and 
had we been found we know not what our lot would have been. 
While in this loft, or as we sometimes almost believed, this trap, 
our feelings of fear, of hope, of terror or trust cannot be 
described. 

In the dust and intense heat, without food, with the exception 
of some rice and Chinese cakes which our benefactors had 
prepared for us, and much more under the intense nervous strain, 
+ Ne drdie toe ar Gee ho were already in the 

During y; our fri who were 
yamen, we had communications from the officials who i 
to send for us when it became dark and all was quiet. At about 
midnight we were all conveyed to the Hwa-yang Asien Yamen 
where we had been early in the morning, but this time we were 
admitted with all speed. Here we found all of the Protestant 
missionaries of assembled, in all 18 adults and 11 children. 

On the day of riots, shortly after the proclamation by 
Cheo had been posted, a milk-and-water proclamation appeared 
over the Viceroy’s seal, thus ;—(See proclamation No. 3). 

The day following the riots was a day of intense excitement. 
Rumors of every description were circulated, bones were carried

STATEMENT No. 3. 


Chengtu, the capital of Sze-chuen, was the scene of a riot 
beginning May 28th and extending over three days. Three 
Protestant Missionary Societies pe the Roman Catholics had 
work here. The premises of the Canadian Methodist Mission, 
where the riot began, are in the N. E, corner of the city, and 
consisted of three dwellings, hospital, dispensary and chapel ; 
across the street was also a new residence and some schools. 
The C, I. M. are distant about a mile and a quarter to the West, 
living in the place they have rented for the last:ien years and 
near the North gate. About half-way between was a rented 
kung-kwan, where lived two ladies of the Canadian Mission. 
These are all in the Hua-yang Hsien. Distant some two miles 
from either of these places and towards the South gate was the 
property of the Methodist Episcopal Mission. 

On the afternoon of the 28th, being the sth day of the fifth 
moon, some of the men employed by us found this placard posted 
in the South part of the city,— 

(See Placard No. 1.) 

Word was sent to the C. I. M. and by them a messenger 
was sent to the Canadians but before the man arrived the attack 
had begun. Drs. Kilborn and Stevenson and Mr. jackson, of 
the C. M.S., who was there calling, kept the mob at bay for 
some time. Urgent appeals were sent to the Magistrate for help, 
but the help was inefficient, and in the dusk the missionaries fled 
to the city wall and made their way beyond the North gate. 
The family across the way was not disturbed that night at all, 
but all buildings on the compound attacked were looted and 
burned. At the time a messenger was sent to the C. I. M., we 
also sent a trusty man to the Hsien, with one of the placards, 
asking for a proclamation refuting the placard and for adequate 

rotection. He sent several men and promised a proclamation 
in three days. About 8 o'clock that evening a small official 
came to our place and told us that there has been some little 
trouble at the Canadian’s, and that he had come around to see if 
our street was all quiet. He called the Pao-chen and instructed 
him to look after us. The latter left some men, but they all soon 
slipped away. 

About 10 o'clock a messenger came from the Canadians on 
the wall telling of their plight. Up to this time we had not 
supposed the trouble was anything serious. Chairs were sent by 
us and they were carried to the C.1. M. place. Immediately 
upon receiving the message we sent to the laotai, who is nearer 
to us than the Hsien, for some protection but he refused to have 
anything todo with the matter; the man then went to the Chengtu 
Hsien, in whose jurisdiction we were, but he was not in the city,-so 
he went to the Aua-.yang who again promised us safety. But 
from the reception met with he concluded that we could not 
depend on any official if the trouble re-commenced on the morrow. 
We packed up a few of our valuables and with wives and children 
went to the Hua-yang’s yamen. We were refused admittance, as 
the great man had just come in and retired after being out all 
night. I think if we had pressed it long enough we might have 
got in, but under their repeated declarations of willingness and 
ability to protect and the good favor of our neighbors (and they 
were true to us) and the quietness of the streets we returned 
with a guard of 10 men; we then had twenty men and hoped 
for the best. 

The officials who came the evening before came in again 
about 9 o’clock. Soon after a crowd began to collect and stones 
were thrown over the gates, which were barricaded. The police 
‘were useless. We now saw that resistance was hopeless, so 
‘snatching a few things we made over the wall to our neighbor's, 
who had promised to receive us. We were concealed in a 
.dirty loft without windows within a few feet of our property, and 
.and there for ten hours we saw the crowds of men at their 
destructive work. The crash of glass and tile and falling 
timbers and the cries of the thousands made a sound like the 
roar of a cataract or hell let loose. We will not attempt to 
describe our emotions. — i 

Right royally our neighbors warded off those who came 
searching for us. At about midnight chairs were sent from the 
Hwa-yang Yamen. Mr. and Mrs. Peat and two children, 
followed by Dr. and Mrs, Canright and two children and 
finally Mrs. Cady and myself left for the Yamen and arrived 


— 


there in safety. All of the other Missionaries and families were 
already there, making a total of 18 adults and 11 children in the 
lace. 

: It seems that the remaining homes of the Canadians were 
attacked in the morning and the C.1.M, place a little later, so that 
destruction was going on at the three Missions at the same time. 
A!l of the Canadians except Mr. Hartwell had assembled at the 
C. I. M. and when the attack was imminent Mr. Jackson, Mr, 
Cormack, wife and child, Mrs. Hartwell and one child, Dr. and! 
Mrs. . Stevenson and two children got away in safety to the 
Yamen, but the others, Mr. Vale, Dr. Kilborn, wife and child, 

Misses Brackhill and Ford and a child each of the Stevenson's 
and Hartwell’s, were concealed in a bed in a neighboring house 
until evening, when they were carried to the Yamen. . 

During the same day all of the Catholic property in the city 
was destroyed. The Bishop's placé was within a stone’s throw of 
the Viceroy’s Yamen, but he made no response to their appeals 
for help. 

Thi. same day, May 29th, the following proclamation was put 
out by one Cheo, a Hunan man and expectant Taotai, who is the 
chief of police for the two Hsiens of the capital :—(See 
proclamation No, 2). 

The same day the Viceroy put out the following pro- 
clamation;—{See proclamation No. 3). The clause relating the 
foreigners going out to watch the fruit throwing is false; no 
foreigners were near the place. With such proclamations from 
the officials it is no wonder that the riot continued with increasing 
force. 

On the morning of the —S telegram was sent to the 
British Consul at Chungking. the Viceroy heard that it 
had been sent he ordered the operator to run and bring it back 
and in the future to transmit no more messages for us. This may 
be the reason of our not receiving a reply from the American 
Consul at Hankow. 

On the evening of the 30th a reply was received from the 
British Consul; it was the first ray of light. The Viceroy also 
received the following terse telegram from Peking; “ Ngan yang. 
pan han,” that is, “Comfort the foreigners, control the Chinese.” 
The next day appeared this proclamation :— 

“Whereas a number of evil characters have assembled, 
scattering evil rumors, | have already memorialised the (Emp- 
eror) and you may putthem to death without discussing (the 
matter)” 

For the first time the Magistrates had the assurance that any 
attempt to suppress the rioters would meet the Viceroy’s 
approval; vigorous measures were taken and the city was soon 
quiet, while the rioting had been and is extending to the other 
cities in the Province. So far as we can learn the Viceroy’s. 
Proclamation has been posted only in the capital. 

On May 30th, this placard was posted in the city :—(See 
placard No. 2). 

About one o’clock on Sunday morning, June oth, with a stron 
escort and accompanied by the Magistrate in his chair wit 
opened curtains, we were carried out of the city, the gates being 
opened especially for us, down to the boats which had been 
provided for us by the Magistrate.

STATEMENT No. 4. 


For several weeks before the riot at Chengtu there was 
much bad talk and many vile stories about foreigners circulating 
throughout the city. Each Mission in the city asked their re- 
spective officials for a proclamation to stop these stories but 
entirely without effect. Even though some asked repeatedly, 
nothing ever came of it more than smooth-sounding promises. 

Every year, on the 28th of the 4th month, there is a great 
huei at the Medicine King temple on our street. Two years 
ago at the time of this Aue some of our shop fronts were 
knocked down by the crowd and we barely escaped a_ riot. 
Since then we have called two or more runners from the yamen 
to look after our gate during the Awei. This year, on account 
of bringing in building materials and boxes, these runners were 
were still With us when the riot broke out. 

On the morning of May 28th one of our natives found a 
placard stating that foreigners take small children and bake 
them to get their oil for medicine. I immediately sent two of 
our trusty natives and one of these runners to pull itdown. They 
did so and in a few minutes returned with the placard. We all read 
it and then sent it with our cards to the yamen of the Chengtu 
Hsten. At the same time we sent out other native to pull down 
and bring in any more placards they found. Then | wrote a 
note to each of the other Missions telling them of the placards 
and suggesting that our union meeting, which was to be held 
that evening, be postponed. 

After a little time the natives brought in another placard. 
Word also came back that the Chengtu Hsren was away. At 
the Canadian Mission, nearly two miles away, they had received 
my note only a few minutes before the roiting commenced. 

Between eight and nine o'clock in the evening of May 28th, 
a small official came to our place. The Chief of Police on our 
street came with him. These two said that there had been some 
trouble at the Canadian Mission and that they came around to 
see if we were alright. After drinking tea they departed leaving 
eight street-men with us. These men wanted some cash for their 
supper, and after receiving it we saw no more of them. 

The first knowledge we received of anything serious, came 
late that evening. It was a note from l’r. Kilborn, written on 
the city wall, in the dark, saying, “ Kilborns and Stevensons 
saved. On city wall west of parade ground. Send chairs. 
Send matches.” The man who brought the note said that their 
houses were all burned. This alarmed us. We at once sent 
back two chairs with matches and candles, and also dispatched 
our native helper to the yamen for more help. Then we laid 
down and tried to sleep. < 

Between one and two o'clock, I should think, our helper 
returned. He had been to the Taotai of Foreign Affairs and to 
the Hua-Yang Hsien (for our Hsien was away). The former 
refused to do anything and our helper feared the Hsien would 
not act promptly enough. This was a most trying state of 
affairs, and we consulted long and earnestly over it. Finally we 
decided to pack up a few necessary things and go to the Hua- 
Yang Hsien yamen. We did so and arrived there just at day- 
light of May 2gth. 

Bros. Cady and Peat went to see the underlings. I stayed 
in my chair, because I was holding a sleeping baby. The under- 
lings said the official was asleep. That he had been out all 
night and had just gone to bed. They assured us everything 
‘was quiet. That there was no danger on our’street and for us to 
go hume and they would send us as many men as we wished 
‘to protect us, and when the official was up he himself would 
come over. (He did not, though). 

We talked it over a little, and as soon as they could call ten 
-men, we went back with them. Arrived at home, we had an 
. early breakfast and then all but Mr. Peat went to sleep 
Between eight and nine o'clock we awoke up and soon one 
. of the ten men came in and said everything was so quiet that six 
.of their number wanted to go back. We gave him some cash 
and told him to allow only four to go. 

Next the little official who called on us the night before 
.came back. After his chair came in a crowd gathered outside. 
He went out once and tried to drive them aveys but they only 
laughed at him and soon commenced yelling and throwing stones 
over the gate. At this I personally shut and fastened the outside 
_ gates and on my way into the house told the little official that he 


ee 
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must call more men. I went right in found my wife and children, 
grabbed a little bag of silver and some thicker clothes, and we 
rushed out the back way and climbed over the wall into a 
neighbor’s compound. He received us kindly and sent us up into 
an old dirty loft about ten by fourteen feet square. In a very 
short time the mob had broken in through our street chapel and 
filled the place even though at the time we had a guard of 
twenty-two men besides the little official and his men. 

There we were (six adults and four children) shut up in this 
little dirty attic within a few feet of our pleasant homes and 
obliged to hear this yelling, cursing mob destroying our property. 
The yelling and pounding of such a crowd was something terri 
to hear. 

We were kept here from about ten in the morning till late 
at night, afraid almost to stir lest we should be discovered. It 
was a hot day and we were next to the tile roof with only one 
opening in the room and before night this had to be covered up 
for fear of discovery. 

Through cracks in the walls we could see their fiendish work 
of destruction. Before dark they had torn down and carried 
away our street-wall, two , four or five shops, street chapel, 
two or three kitchens, chapel, servant’s rooms, store-rooms, 
summer-house, school-house, three dwellings and everything 
even to the foundation stones and Stones in the courts, 
besides bamboos and flowering trees. Only the brick walls of 
the dispensary remained and about ten o'clock one side of that 
fell with a thud. 

After eleverro'’clock we called chairs and were taken, under 
escort, two by two, to the yamen. We reached there soon after 
midnight and only came out again after ten most tedious days of 
waiting. 

Many minor details have of necessity been omitted.

STATEMENT No. 5 


The Chengtu riot began on the afternoon of May 28th by an 
attack on the premises of the Canadian Methodist Mission. Before 
midnight their new hospital and beautiful chapel were looted and 
burned. For an hour or two the two physicians in charge, Drs. 
Stevenson and Kilborn, kept the mob at bay, but the officials 
would give no assistance, alt h several of the yamens were 
quite near, Late in the evening, hearing what had occurred, the 
members of the American )fethodist Mission hastily gathered 
together a few things and sought refuge in the District Magis- 
trate’s yamen. Here they were refused entrance and told to go 
back home and they would be protected. Relying on this promise 
they returned home and put things away. So when the mob did 
come the next day they were taken entirely unprepared and had 
barely time to scramble over a neighbor's wall before the mob 
were in the place. 

Having rested during the last hours of the night, the mob 
renewed operations at daylight of the second day, and before 
noon the attack was general on all the Catholic and Protestant 
Mission places. All were looted and the buildings either burned 
or leisurely torn down piece by piece. The American Methodists, 
from their hiding places in a dirty attic six feet away, watched the 
mob for seaiva bouts tearing down and carrying away the mat- 
erials of their hours without let or hindrance. And where were 
the 10,000 or more soldiers and the chief officials of the province 
all this time? Some of the soldiers were helping loot and some 
were digging up bones and carrying them to the District Magis- 
trate’s yamen, representing them as the bones of babies which the 
foreigners had eaten. The Viceroy, and consequently all lower 
officials, were simultaneously suffering from a severe attack of 
indisposition. 

Cheo Taotai, being specially charged with all dealings with 
foreigners, could speak with more force and weight about 
foreigners kidnapping children, etc. The Viceroy, in his .irst 
proclamation, gave the people a hint which they were not slow to 
understand act upon. When the flames burst forth from the 
Roman Catholic Bishop's residence, scarcely a stone’s throw away 
from his yamen, he merely remarked, it is said, that this was a 
matter for his successor to attend to. That his successor, who is 

at this writing to be just reaching Chengtu, will ener- 
getically attend to it, is devoutly to be hoped. Perhaps it will 
not be thought strange, under the circumstances, that the 
Catholic Bishop is said to be demanding that the whole riot bill be 
paid out of the old Viceroy’s pocket. For years he has been 
noted for his hostility to foreigners, and now that he has been 
hopelessly degraded, he seems bent on giving a parting hit both 
at the foreigners and the government. That he was determined 
to drive foreigners out of Be country not a coolie in the province 
doubts 


Only after everything was quite destroyed did the Viceroy 
make an effort to restore order. Inthe meantime he was causing 
a telegram to be sent to all the telegraph offices in the West 
stating that a mutilated child had been found at a foreign place. © 
The result was that looting and burning went on in all directions 
as if by a concerted plan, till it looked for a time as though the 
whole province would be involved. Within a fortnight every one, 
to the remotest districts, was talking of the mutilated child and of 
the finding of the bones of the children which foreigners had 
eaten. worst of it was that there was probably not one ina 
thousand who did not believe the story. 

The morning after the riot began a telegram was sent to 
Consul Tratman at Chungking, but for the next two days the 
missionaries could not get a telegram sent through. Afterwards, 
through the friendliness of the telegraph clerk, several telegrams 
were sent, but no record was made on his books. He has lost 
his place in consequence, we understand. 

The mutilated child was promptly telegraphed to Peking 
and came back as promptly to the Viceroy. He then sent to 
Chungking to find out who told the foreigners of the telegram, 
causing the clerk here to shake in his boots for.a while. How- 
ever the Consul promised protection and he is still in his place. 
We have ourselves attempted to send a telegram in Chinese to a 
Shanghai paper, which was refused on the ground that the 
Vicervy would not permit anyone to send telegrams which made 
reference to the riots. The clerk afterwards accepted an 
English telegram, because he could deceive the officials as to its 
meaning. 


Now, the question is, is this outrageous conduct of the 
Viceroy of a great province, and the disgraceful proclamation of 
a man of Taotai rank to be passed over without condign punish- 
ment? Better by far that not one cent of money be paid than 
that these hostile officials, the responsible inciters of the riot, 
should go unpunished.

STATEMENT No. 6. 


During the afternoon of Tuesday, May 28th, 1895, Dr. 
Stevenson and I received a letter from Dr. Canright, of the 
M. E. Mission on the other side of the city, telling us that placards 
had been posted. These placards stated that a girl had been 
boiled by the foreigners for her oil, and warned people against 
allowing children to go upon the street. 

While Dr. Stevenson and I were consulting over what we 
ought to do, smali stones began to be thrown against our front 
= and considerable yelling was heard. A messenger was 

patched immediately with cards to the yamen calling on the 
street officials on the way. The stone throwing increased, and 
presently another messenger was despatched to the yamen with 
urgent messages for help. Dr. Stevenson, Mr. Jackson (C.M.S.), 
and I thought best to remain quietly inside until some real 
damage was done, or the officials arrived with force enough to 


scatter the mob. Our wives and children were now sent over to 


the hospital side. The stone throwing and the yelling of the 
mob increased. momentarily. Not until the large strong com- 

gates fell in with a crash did we show ourselves. Mr. 
ackson empty handed, Dr. Stevenson and I each with a loaded 
gun under his arm, appeared in sight, and the crowd vanished 
from the gateway. We fired four shots in quick succession and 
ran out upon the street. The crowd had divided and run both 
ways. 

: While we held them at a respectful distance, say 30 or 40 
yards each way from the gate, about ten or twelve men in 
ordinary dress stepped out from the: crowd, saying they were 
come to protect us. A few minutes later three soldiers appeared 
in their red coats. These twelve or fifteen men exhorted the 
crowd to go home, in the usual native fashion, but without the 
slightest effect. While Dr. Stevenson, Mr. Jackson and I 
remained on the street, the two divisions of the rioters, although 
somewhat boisterous, kept their distance. 

Three quarters of an hour must have been spent in this way, 
and during this time our messengers returned from the yamen, 
Saying that a good force of men would be despatched to our aid 
immediately. We requested some of these runners already on 
the spot to go to the Yamen for more help, but they would not 
listen. Then they asked us to step inside our gate while they 
scattered the mob. But the moment we were out of sight the 
mob closed in, and the stone throwing and yelling began again 
with increased vigor. After 10 or 1§ minutes of this, when the 
leaders of the mob seemed to be gaining courage for a grand 
rush into the compound yard, we made another sally, firing a 
shot or two from our guns. The mob parted and ran as before, 
but not going so far this time. Dusk was coming on and the 
rioters had gained such courage that they fairly rained stones 
upon us. Our ground became untenable, and we beat an 
orderly but hasty retreat to our hospital compound, whose gates 
apen on the opposite side of the block. There we rejoined our 
wives and children. Almost immediately our dwellings were 
filled with the howling mob, while the smashing of glass and the 
crashing of timbers, no less than the demoniacal yells of the 
furious rioters, told us that the work of destruction was in full 
progress. 

The hospital gates still stood, though some of the lower panels 
had been smashed through. A shot fired through the top of these 
gates had the excellent effect of determining the most of the 
crowd on that side to run around the block to join the more 
successful party in the loot. And thus was opened up to us a 
way of escape. Covered by the darkness, we crawled one by one 
through one of the holes broken by the stones of the rioters in 
the ital gates. The two ladies and we three men, carrying 
thtee children amongst us, ran along the now comparatively 
quiet street to the parade nd. Dr. Stevenson’s third child 
was in the hands of a Christian nurse, but she became separated 
from us on the street. At the head of the street, on the nearest 
edge of the parade ground, is a barracks in which were quartered 
150 or 200 soldiers. We ran in, thinking to obtain protection. 
At first sight of us the soldiers drove us out with most hideous 
yells and curses. One of them kicked Mrs. Stevenson in the 


side as we passed out, but the bruise fortunately proved a slight - 


one. Dr. Stevenson promptly threatened this man with his 
rifle, which he still carried, and to this we believe is partly due at 
least the fact that we were not followed. We now ran across 
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the open paradé ground to the city wall. Once on the wall, 
we took our way at a more easy pace past the north gate to 
the north-west ahgle of the city. When we were a mile or 
more from our late homes, a bright reflection in the sky told 
us that the rioters were finishing with fire what had 
begun with stones. The fire did not die away till midnight. A 
little while after midnight we left the city wall, and reached the 
China Inland Mission compound in chairs, There we were safe 
for the night. 

Here we learned the fate of Dr. Stevenson's little girl, who in 
care of the nurse had become separated from us soon after 
leaving the hospital gate. Some of the rioters discovered that 
she was carrying a foreign child; they caught her by the hair 
and began beating her. She dropped the child ok managed 
to escape from them. A few minutes later the hospital gateman 
discovered a child sitting alone in the dark street ah cryin 
He picked her up and carried her to one of the other com 
that was still intact. 

No protection was given us from the yamen except those 
doubtful twelve runners and three soldiers, notwithstanding that 
more than two hours elapsed from the time our cards were first 
sent to the yamen until we abandoned the gateway. Next day 
we learned that the Magistrate and the Prefect had come and 
stayed about § or 10 minutes, about the time we were crawling 
through the hospital gates to the street. But they went away 
immediately without doing anything; without even enquiring, so 
far as we know, as to the fate of the foreigners. 

At dawn on the morning of May 2oth, we heard that the 
mob had reformed and was rapidly carrying away all remaining 
bricks and debris left on our compound the night before. Early 
in the morning, further word was brought that Mr. Hartwell’s 
house and compound (directly across the street from Dr. 
Stevenson’s and mine) was being looted and burned. Before 
nine o’clock Mrs. Hartwell, with her two little ones, and Misses 
Brackbill and Ford, joined us in the China Inland Mission com- 
pound, They had climbed the back wall of their compound as 
the mob came in at the front. We were now eleven adults and 
seven children gathered in one place. We decided at once .o go 
to the Magistrate’s yamen while the street remained quiet, and 
by nine o'clock chairs were called and all preparations made. 
But the Chief of Police arriving with a retinue of 26 men, we 
yielded to his solicitations to remain where we were. He assured 
us that he had ample means to protect us there. Between 9 and 
10 a.m., however, a crowd rapidly gathered in the street, and 
they grew so turbulent that by ten o'clock this same Chief of 
Police advised us to return to our original plan, and start for the 
yamen as rapidly as chairs could be obtained. But chairs were 
now difficult to obtain; so that about 10.50 a.m., only six of the 
eleven adults had started for the yamen. After the exit of each 
chair the mob grew more and more fierce, and the uproar 
increased. As the gate closed behind the sixth chair it became 
evident to us who remained that the crisis had come. We ran 
for the back wall of the compound, climbed a ladder and oe 
down on the other side ; and not a moment too soon, for before 
the last was over, the mob had burst through the front gates. 

We found ourselves in a narrow court in which lived some 
eight families. The only exit from this court was by a long alley 
which opened on the street right in the midst of the mob. Our 
only hope therefore lay in concealment, and in a moment we 
had darted through an open door and into to back room of a 
little two-room mat house. The three ladies, Misses Brackbill and 
Ford and Mrs. Kilborn, and Mr. Vale and myself, Lesides three 
children, including two eres to those who had got off safely 
to the yamen in chairs, in all eight persons, packed ourselves into 
a small Chinese bed and drew the dirty blue curtain close about 
us, The owner of the hut began protesting immediately in a loud 
voice, but thirty taels in good silver effectually shut his mouth. 
Liberal promises to the other seven families in the court, 
afterwards redeemed by about fifteen taels, brought them over to 
our side also. : 

It was a hot day, but from 11 a.m. till about 2 p.m., we sat 
quitely inside those curtains, scarcely venturing to speak above a 
whisper, while from just across a mud wall came the horrible din 
of smashing glass, crashing timbers and falling houses, mingled 
with the yells of the triumphant rioters. | 

About 8 p.m., when it was properly dark, chairs were called 
and we went quietly one by one to the yamen, where we rejoined 
those who had safely reached there in chairs in the morning, 


An eye-witness told us that two of the soldiers who had 
made at least a show of protecting us at the C. I. M. compound 
were the first to rush into the upper living rooms looking for 
plunder. Another eye witness told me thet at dawn of the 
morning of May 29th, soldiers in red coats were most prominent 
in eh A off the loot. Mr. Vale, of the C.I.M., himself saw a 
large Canadian heater in the yamen of the Magistrate under 
whose care we finally found ourselves. This stove must have 
come from Mr. Hartwell’s house or my own. 

From trustworthy reports and from what we saw ourselves, 
there will not be much debris for us to clear away when it come 
to rebuilding. Every stick of timber was carried away, not so 
much as a piece the size of shingle remaining. Bricks and tiles, 
even to the foundation stones, were dug up and carried. off. 
Paving stones shared the same fate. Trees and shrubs, bam- 
boos, in fact everything that was enclosed by the four walls 
of the compounds, were considered their lawful booty. On May 
joth squads of soldiers were encamped on the site of each 


ruined compound, carefully guarding broken tiles and mother 
earth.

STATEMENT No. 7. 


Wednesday night, May 20th, there were gathered in the 
Hwa-yang Hsien yamen, Chengtu, eighteen British and American 
missionaries and their eleven children; also two French 
missionaries. Thursday, May 30th, while the Magistrate assured 
us that he was doing his best to quiet the people, we learned, 
through the most trustworthy channels, of the state of affairs 
throughout the city. The Viceroy had posted that long and 
feebly-worded proclamation and squads of soldiers were encamped 
on the sites of the ruined buildings. 

In opposition to these measures, a human head and a hand 
were nailed on the ruins of the gate-way of one of the Roman 
Catholic compounds. Fresh chicken’s blood had been splashed 
on the wall of one of ow Protestant mission compounds, and an 
inscription informed th aes that this was the spot where the 
foreigners had salen heir victims and this the victims’ 
bié Human bones were pail excavated on the site of one 
of the Roman Catholic chapels. The French missionaries, when 
questioned by the officials, explained that these were the 
remains of a Bishop murdered in Chengtu about fifty years ago, 
and buried under that chapel. Some of these bones were brought 
to the yamen and exposed, not only for official inspection, but to 
the gaze of thronging crowds. me bones were suspended 
from street gateways as proof to every passer-by of the guilt of 
the hated foreigner. Human heads, hands and feet were 
obtained from recent pauper graves outside the south gate and 
were carried exposed through several miles of streets to the 
yamen, where they were added to the bones before mentioned. 
These things ‘were carried by soldiers in red coats, who stated 
freely that they were the indisputable evidence of the foreigners’ 
guilt. The wells on at least several mission premises were 
examined under official direction. Human bones were reputed 
to have been found in one. Ii was freely stated, said our 
informants, that absolutely convicting evidence must be obtained, 
and was obtained, from each mission compound, Protestant and 
Roman Catholic alike. 

Although we had the assurance of the Magistrate that he 
was doing his best to pacify the people, we were somewhat 
puzzled by such methods as those detailed above. 

Probably the most cleverly conceived and executed plot 
was that of the boy found dumb in the tin box. One day, abous 
June ist, the Magisirate, in an informal way, asked us about a 
child that had been taken from Ss Shém 7Zsz, the Canadian 
mission compound first attacked. The child was found, he said, 
in a tin box underneath the floor of our chapel. The boy was 
dumb, but was sufficiently conscious to be able to write six or 
eight characters. From these characters they were able to 
make out that he had gone into our compound on May 28th, the 
day of the riot, and that the foreigners had % some drug in his 
nostrils, with the result that he became dumb. The Magistrate 
questioned us closely as to our supposed knowledge of the case, 
as to whether we had any drug that could cause such a condition, 

_or any drug that could cure him. The boy had been brought 
to the yamen and was there still. Two of our number went by 
the Magistrate’s invitation to see him. Next day, when the 
Prefect attempted, though very politely, to put us through a 
rather prolonged cross examination over the same case, we quietly 
suggested that he was exceeding his jurisdiction, and showed 
him a copy of our passport in proof. That was the last of the 
talk about the so-called dumb boy. 

There was no doubt in our minds that he was acting a very 
clever part, but instigated by whom? From which of the 
numerous yamens in Chonan came the inspiration ? 

We were not particularly comforted by the fact that rumors 
were freely circulated that the names of native Christians were 
being taken, and that they were to be massacred on June 2nd; 
while June 7th was fixed for the smashing of the yamen and the 
killing of the foreigners. 

"Phe officials were on the contrary diligently circulating the 
story that all foreigners had left Chengtu the day after the riots. 
With regard to our telegrams, about every other one was 
refused and some flimsy excuse offered. It was only by 
stratagem that we got our telegrams out of the yamen and into 
the telegraph office. 

On the whole, we spent a very uncomfortable and very 
anxipus ten days in the yamen, and were thankful to God when, 
about 2 a.m. on Sunday, June oth, our long and solemn cavalcade 
of chairs wound slewly throu the deserted streets, out of the. 
east gate, to a quiet = on on the river bank, where our boats lay 


in waiting.

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PROCLAMATION No. t. 


A Proclamation issued by Li, Taotai, General Manager of Foreign Affairs ; the 
Provincial Treasurer, Wang; Chang, Tuotai, General Manager of Foreign 
Affairs ; and Shen, Expectant Taotai, General Manager of Foreign Affairs. 
_From the time since China and Western nations have had commercial 
relations with each other the bishops, priests and others have in every place 
bought and rented houses and lands and built mission premises. This has all 
been done in accordance with the treaties. But as these matters have been 
on for a long time, evil minded persons in every place, not understand. 

ing the nature of the treaties, bul only seeking their own personal advantage, 
have ingeniously invented the the plan of deeding (properties sold to 


foreigners) as (ta-t‘ien), and other such names, as the result of which 
there are constant disputes and litigations between the people and the 
converts. 

On examination we find that on the 15th day of the roth moon of the 
20th year of K -hsii (November 12th, 1894) this office (Provincial Office 
of F Affairs) received through the Viceroy Liu, a dispatch from the 
Tsung-li Yamén, ordering that all the local officials in every a shall make 

the old regulations established in the 4th year of Tung-chi (Berthamy 

) in regard to selling property to the Catholic Missions, and order- 

ing that these regulations be o a Now, according to the statement of 
the Acting Magistrate of the Hua-yang District (Li Lien-séng), a man by the 
name of T‘ien-shun, coveting oon gains, secretly sold his house to a 


foreign missionary ; moreover, falsely selling it as {fil (t‘ien) for the pu 

of ing up his rascality. But this caused much talk among the nei bhem 
and they united in a petition that the matter be investigated, and that a 
proclamation be issued forbidding the sale of the property, etc. 


Now we have received instructsons from the Viceroy Liu, ordering that 
this shall be done, and that the man Chow T'ien-shun and his sons shall be 
compelled to refund the money to the missionary within a specified time, redeem 
his property and settle the matter. All these orders are on record in our office. 


We find that in the 4th year of Tung-chi the Tsuug-li Yamen and the 
French Minister, Berthamy, established a regulation in regard to the sale of 
property to Catholic missionaries. In this regulation it was ordered that in 
case of French missionaries buying land and houses in the interior, the deed 
must have written in it the following clause: “ The maker of this deed ’ (here 
the name) “sells this to become the public property of the local Catholic 
Church.” It must not be transferred to the name of a priest or convert. The 
vendor of the property must, before he sells, report the matter to the local 
officials, asking for directions as to whether or not they permit him to sell. 
The officials having consulted and decided the matter he will proceed accord- 
ingly. He must on no account take his property and sell it secretly. If 
anyone does thus secretly sell his property, he will be immediately dealt with. 
These orders have already been promulgated, and are matters of record. 


We now hasten to issue a proclamation to set forth the original (old) 
regulation, and we hereby instruct all classes of the people to bear in mind 
that, hereafter, if you want to sell property to the priests and that sort of 
people, before selling you must report the matter to the ofiicials to learn 

or not you will be permitted to do so. The officials having consulted 
and decided the matter you must proceed accordingly, and the deed must have 
written in it the following clause: “ The mafker of this deed” (here the name) 
“sells this to become the public property of the local Catholic Church.” 
The decd must not be made out in the name of any priest or convert. Now, 
after the issue of this proclamation, if anyone secretly sells his property, as 
soon as the matter is heard of, or an accusation is filed, he will be immediate- 
ly arrested, brought to trial and punished as a warning to those who violated the 
treaty. 


PROCLAMATION No. 2. 


Issued May 29th by Chow Taotai, a Hunan man, and Chief of Police for the two 

L/siens of the Capital. 

At the present time we have obtained clear proof that foreigners deceive 
and kidnap small children. You soldiers and people must not be disturbed 
and excited. When the cases are brought before us we certainly will not be 
lenient with 


PROCLAMATION No. 3 


Issued by the Viceroy Lin, May 29th. 
I, the Viceroy; have heard that yesterday at the “Tuan Yang” feast, ' 
according to the custom of the province, crowds of men and woman assembled 
to witness the scattering of fruit, and that foreigners having gone to witness 
it trouble was caused, and the chapels were destroyed. It is certain that -evit— 
have been stirring up trouble in order to steal and rob. Besides 

clearly searching into this matter I have also put out a proclamation for the 
information of you elders, wardens, soldiers and people You, may good 
peaple, should each follow his own vacation, and should you have any 
grievance or petition the officials of the two districts, Cheng-tu and Hua- 
yan & I will decide without any partiality; You may by no means 
recklessly help forward those evil men and get yourselves caught in a net. Let 
the.law take its course. For those who assemble evil characters, let there be™ 
no leniency. This proclamation is put forth for the information of all. 


PLACARD No. 1. 


Put out a day or two before the riots. 


Notice is hereby given that at the present time “foreign barbarians” are 
hiring evil characters to kidnap small children that they may extract oil from 
them for their use. I have a female servant named Li who has personally 
seen this done. I exhort you good people not to allow your children to ge out. 
I hope you will act in accordance with this. 


PLACARD No, 2. 


Put out May joth. 


At the préseht time when Japan has usurped Chinese territory you Eng- 
lish, French and Americans have looked on with your hands in your sleeves. 
If in future you wish to preach your doctrines in China you must drive the
